brick,  circular  in  form,  with  an  interior  diameter  of  six 
feet,  the  counter  to  be  at  least  nine  inches  thick,  with  an 
arch  of  eighteen  inches,  laid  in  hydraulic  cement ;  where 
requisite,  a  stone  cradle  will  be  constructed  of  compact 
masonry,  extending  as  backing  to  the  haunches  of  arch  ; 
the  sewer  to  commence  at  a  point  twenty-eight  feet  from 
back  of  canal,  and  extending  across  and  under  the  same, 
one  hundred  and  forty-two  feet. 

Section  II.  It  shall  be  specified  in  said  contract,  that 
for  the  sum  hereinafter  authorized  to  be  paid  the  said

Scliiiylkill  Navigation  Company,  they  shall  complete 
said  work  to  the  satisfaction  and  acceptance  of  the  Chief 
Engineer  and  Surveyor  of  the  City,  and  shall  assume  all 
risks  of  flood  or  otherwise  during  the  construction,  and 
shall  relieve  the  City  of  Philadelphia  from  any  liability 
of  damage  consequent  upon  imperfect  work  in  the  con- 
struction here  authorized. 

Section  III.  That  the  sum  of  thirty  five  hundred 
dollars  be,  and  is  hereby  appropriated  specifically  for  the 
purpose  and  uses  herein  directed ;  three  thousand  dollars 
of  which  shall  be  paid  for  furnishing  material,  perform- 
ing all  earth  excavation,  pumping,  cofifer-damming, 
masonry,  brickwork,  filling  and  puddling  ;  the  remaining 
five  hundred  dollars  to  be  used  in  payment  for  any  rock 
excavation  that  may  be  met  with  in  the  prosecution  of 
said  work,  which  shall  be  estimated  at  sixty  cents  per 
cubic  yard  taken  out;  the  said  Navigation  Company  to 
bind  themselves  that  said  work  shall  be  satisfactorily 
completed  prior  to  the  opening  of  navigation  in  the 
Spring  ensuing.

To  Levy  and  Fix  the  Rate  of  Taxes  for  1861. 

Section  I.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the 
City  of  Philadelphia  do  ordain,  That  the  City  Commis- 
sioners be  and  they  are  hereby  authorized  and  required 
forthwith  to  levy  on  the  real  estate,  furniture,  horses, 
cows  and  carriages,  returned  by  the  Assessors,  at  the 
assessment  made  in  the  year  1860,  situate  or  assessed 
within  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  (except  property  used 
for  rural  purposes,  ashereafter  provided,)  a  tax  of  two  hun- 
dred cents  in  the  hundred  dollars  on  the  assessed  value 
thereof,  and  upon  every  taxable  inhabitant  of  said  City, 
returned  by  the  Assessors  aforesaid,  the  sum  of  twenty- 
five  cents. 

Section  II.  The  said  tax  is  to  be  levied  for  the  year 
1861,  as  one  City  and  County  Tax,  and  is  hereby  voted 
for  the  following  objects  for  the  same  year,  namely : 

1.  For  the  Relief  and  Employment  of  Poor,  the  sum 
of  fifteen  cents  in  the  hundred  dollars  on  the  assessed 
value  of  said  property. 

2.  For  the  Public  Schools,  the  sum  of  thirty-two  cents 
in  the  hundred  dollars  on  the  assessed  value  of  said  pro- 
perty, in  addition  to  the  State  appropriation  for  School 
purposes. 

3.  For  Lighting  the  City,  the  sum  of  fourteen  cents 
in  the  hundred  dollars  on  the  assessed  value  of  said 
property. 

4.  For  the  Loan  Tax,  to-  pay  the  interest  on  the  Funded 
Debt,  and  for  the  Sinking  Funds,  the  sum  of  ninety-one 
cents  in  the  hundred  dollars  on  the  assessed  value  of  said 
property. 

6.  For  the  care  of  the  Public  Highways,  the  sum  of 
sixteen  cents  in  the  hundred  dollars  on  the  assessed  value 
of  said  property. 

6.  For  the  Expenses  of  the  Police  and  other  City  De- 
partments, other  than  those  mentioned,  and  for  the  City 
Ice  Boat,  the  sum  of  thirty-two  cents  in  the  hundred  dob 
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lars  on  the  assessed  value  of  saiil  property.  And  said 
amounts  are  hereby  declared  to  be  appropriated  for  the 
said  objects,  but  subject  to  the  further  direction  of 
Councils. 

SECTioisr  III.  On  all  such  portions  of  said  assessed 
property  as  said  assessors  have  marked  "rural,"  but  two- 
thirds  of  the  said  rate  of  taxation  in  the  hundred  dollars 
shall  be  levied  as  aforesaid ;  and  no  part  of  the  herein- 
before set  apart  for  the  relief  and  employment  of  the 
poor,  shall  be  levied  on  all  such  portions  of  the  said 
assessed  property  as  are  situated  in  districts  within  the 
Twenty- first,  Twenty-second  and  Twenty-third  Wards, 
where  houses  for  the  accommodation  of  the  poor  are  pro- 
vided, where  by  the  eighteenth  section  of  the  Act  of 
February  2,  1854,  it  is  enacted  that  no  change  shall  be 
be  made  without  the  consent  of  the  qualified  voters  of 
the  said  districts. 

Section  IV.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Eeceiver  of 
Taxes  to  cause  to  be  printed  on  the  tax  bills,  the  rates 
of  taxes  voted  for  the  objects  hereinbefore  mentioned.

and  no  bill  shall  be  signed  by  the  City  Controller  unless 
accompanied  by  such  statement.

That  not  more  than  two-thirds  of  the  amount  appropri- 
ated to  Item  6,  and  one  half  of  the  amount  appropriated, 
to  any  other  item,  in  this  ordinance,  shall  be  expended  or 
contracted  for,  prior  to  the  first  day  of  July,  1861,  with- 
out the  consent  of  Councils.

AN  ORDINANCE 


Authorizing  the  Construction  of  a  Se-wer  on  the  Line  of  Front 
street  in  the  Nineteenth  Ward. 

Section  I.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the 
City  of  Philadelphia  do  ordain,  That  the  Department  of 
Highways,  &c.,  be  and  is  hereby  authorized  and  directed 
to  construct  a  Sewer  on  the  line  of  Front  street  and 
Huntingdon  street,  from  the  intersection  of  Front  street 
and  York  street,  to  a  point  on  Huntingdon  street,  twenty 
feet  west  of  the  west  line  of  Front  street ;  to  be  circular 
in  form,  with  an  inside  diameter  of  four  feet,  with  two 
inlets  on  Front  street,  at  depression  north  of  York  street, 
to  be  built  in  conformity  with  plans  and  specifications 
furnished  by  the  Department  of  Surveys,  as  to  mode  of 
advertising  and  payment,  shall  conform  to  details  of 
Ordinance  entitled  "An  Ordinance  to  provide  for  the 
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Construction  of  Branch  Culverts  or  Drains,"  approved 
November  11,  1858;  the  cost  of  culvert  proper,  over 
and  above  the  amount  of  assessment  bills  for  mortsfas^e 
thereon,  to  be  paid  out  of  Item  17  of  Appropriations  to 
the  Department  of  Highways  for  the  year  1861,  intended 
for  intersections  to  Branch  Culverts.

Whereas,  By  an  ordinance  approved  July  3d,  1860,  it 
is  provided  that  the  contractor  or  contractors  for  the 
construction  of  the  bridge,  over  the  Schujdkill  at  Chest- 
nut street,  shall  accept  first  mortgage  bonds  of  the  Phila- 
delphia City  Passenger  Railway  Company,  not  exceeding 
in  amount  the  sum  of  one  hundred  thousand  dollars,  as 
so  much  cash,  paid  by  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  on  the 
cost  of  said  work,  and  a  difference  of  opinion  exists  be- 
tween the  City  Solicitor  and  the  counsel  of  the  said  Rail- 
way Company  concerning  the  time  when  the  interest  on 
the  said  bonds  shall  commence,  and  it  is  important  that 
this  question  should  be  settled  before  proceeding  to 
advertise  for  proposals  for  building  said  bridge ;  there- 
fore. 

Section  I.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the 
City  of  Philadelphia  do  ordain,  That  contemporaneously 
with  the  execution  of  the  contract  by  the  City  of  Phila-

and  the  completion  of  the  said  bridge,  with  the  approval 
and  acceptance  of  the  Chief  Engineer  and  Surveyor  of 
the  City  of  Philadelphia,  as  thereby  provided,  be  paid 
and  delivered  to  him  for  and  on  account  of  the  sum  by 
the  said  contract  provided  to  be  paid.  But  that  the  said 
bonds,  so  deposited,  shall  be  held  as  and  for  the  reserved 
percentage  to  be  detained  by  the  said  City,  until  the 
full  and  final  completion  of  the  said  contract  to  the  satis- 
faction of  the  Chief  Engineer  of  the  said  City,  as  thereby 
provided,  and  to  secure  the  same.  And  the  said  con- 
tract shall  contain  a  provision,  that  the  said  bonds  so  to 
be  reserved,  shall  be  forfeited  to  the  said  City  if  the  said 
contractor  shall  not  well  and  faithfully  comply  with  each 
and  all  the  provisions  of  said  contract. 

Section  III.  That  the  said  bonds,  so  delivered  to  the 
Treasurer  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  shall  be  held  by 
him,  in  trust,  for  the  said  Philadelphia  City  Passenger 
Railway  Company,  and  the  same  shall  not  be  in  anywise 
sold,  used,  or  appropriated  for  any  other  purpose  what- 
soever, until  the  full  and  final  completion  of  the  said 
bridge,  and  shall  then  only  be  delivered  to  the  said  con- 
tractor upon  the  completion  thereof,  and  contempora- 
neously with  the  execution  and  delivery  to  the  said  Phila- 
delphia City  Passenger  Railway  Company  of  a  written 
contract,  which  the  Mayor  of  the  said  City,  under  the

The  conditions 
of  which  contracts  shall  be,  that  the  contractors  shall  col- 
lect the  cost  of  said  paving  from  the  owners  of  property 
fronting  on  said  streets.  The  City  to  be  liable  neither 
for  grading  nor  the  paving  of  intersections  on  Eedner  or 
Evergreen  streets,  and  on  Poplar  street  for  one  inter- 
section only,  and  for  grading  said  street  at  a  cost  not 
exceeding  $200  00,  and  for  grading  on  Fern  street  at  a 
cost  not  exceeding  $50  00,  the  measurement  fees  to  be 
paid  by  the  contractors.

Surveyor;  and  also  for  filling  in  and  paving  with  cubical 
blocks,  after  the  water  pipes  shall  belaid  in  said  Avenue, 
in  pursuance  to  a  resolution  approved  July  18th,  1861; 
and  also  for  the  extension  of  any  and  all  of  the  culverts 
or  drains  that  now  empty  into  any  of  the  docks,  and  for 
the  construction  of  such  inlets  as  may  be  necessary  for 
the  proper  drainage  of  the  surface  of  said  Avenue.  The 
contract  shall  be  awarded  to  the  lowest  bidder  or  bidders, 
who  shall  execute  a  bond  in  a  sum  equal  to  the  amount

Memorandum  of  a  Lease  made  the

between  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  Tmstee  under  the 
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will  of  Stephen  Girard,  deceased,  of  tLe  first  part,  and 
of  the  other  part  as  follows : 

First.  The  said  City  of  Philadelphia,  Trustee  as  afore- 
said, hereby  leases  to  the  party  of  the  second  part,  the 
right  to  mine,  dig,  and  carry  away,  as  the  property  of 
the  said  party  of  the  second  part,  the  coal  above  water 
level  on,  in  and  from  a  certain  tract  of  land  known  as  in 

the  warrantee  name  of in 

township,  in  Schuylkill  county,  Pennsylvania,  bounded 
as  follows,  and  as  more  fully  set  forth  and  described  in 
the  plan  hereto  annexed,  for  the  term  of  five  years  from 
the  date  hereof. 

Second.  The  said  lessee,  in  consideration  thereof,  cove- 
nants and  agrees  to  take  from  and  ship  in  each  and  every 
year  of  said  lease,  not  less  than  fifty  thousand  tons  of 
coal,  and  to  pay  for  at  least  fifty  thousand  tons  of  coal  in

deposit,  and  in  propping  up,  draining,  and  ventilating 
said  mines  ;  all  said  mining  and  work,  draining,  and  ven- 
tilation, to  be  done  in  the  most  approved  and  workman- 
like manner;  the  location  of  all  improvements,  and  open- 
ing of  veins,  to  be  under  the  direction  of  the  party  of  the 
first  part,  their  agent,  and  engineer.  All  the  veins  on 
the  said  tract  to  be  worked  by  said  lessee  simultaneously

hereinafter  provided,  shall  at  all  reasonable  times  be 
open  to  the  inspection  of  the  said  lessors,  or  any  person 
or  persons  appointed  by  them  ;  and  in  case  said  lease,  or 
any  right  therein,  shall  be  attached,  levied  upon,  or  taken 
in  execution  by  virtue  of  any  proceedings,  judgment,  or 
decree,  whether  at  law  or  in  equity,  as  the  property  of 
said  lessees,  or  any  parties  holding  with,  under,  or  from 
them,  and  sold  during  said  term,  said  lease  shall  there- 
upon cease,  determine,  and  become  void,  and  all  ma- 
chinery, improvements,  and  buildings,  erected  by  said 
party  of  the  second  part,  in  accordance  herewith,  shall 
in  such  case  become  absolutely  the  property  of  the  said 
lessors,  as  though  originally  erected  by  them. 

Fourth.  The  said  lessee  hereby  agrees  to  put  up  and 
erect  on  the  property  of  the  said  lessors,  Trustees  as 
aforesaid,  a  substantial  and  properly  arranged  breaker, 
with  proper  screens,  with  a  steam  engine  of  at  least 
thirty  horse  poAver,  and  all  the  necessary  fixtures,  tracks, 
and  railways,  and  machinery  capable  of  breaking  and 
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preparing  for  tlie  market  not  less  than  one  hundred 
thousand  tons  of  coal  per  annum,  and  for  the  successful 
working  of  the  said  mines.  Also,  a  blacksmith  shop  and 
a  carpenter  shop,  a  substantial  stone  house  for  storing 
powder,  and  twelve  blocks  of  frame  tenant  houses,  each 
block  containing  two  houses ;  said  houses  to  have  a 
kitchen  attached  to  each  house,  and  said  houses  to  be 
two  stories  each  in  height  for  the  front  house,  and  the 
kitchens  each  one  and  a-half  story  in  height;  said  blocks 
to  be  thirty-two  feet  in  front,  by  twenty-eight  feet  in 
depth,  including  the  kitchen ;  the  houses  and  kitchens  to 
be  built  on  a  stone  foundation,  with  a  cellar  under  each 
kitchen,  and  said  houses  and  kitchens  to  be  erected 
nnder  the  direction  of  the  party  of  the  first  part,  their 
Agent  or  Engineer ;  and  said  lessee  agrees  to  keep  said 
houses  and  kitchens  in  good  repair,  when  completed, 
and  to  pay  a  rent  of  fifty  cents  per  week  during  said 
term  for  each  house  when  completed,  payable  at  the  time 
the  rent  for  said  coal  is  payable,  and  said  rent  to  com- 
mence on  the day  of and  thence 

until  the  close  of  the  said  term. 

And  said  lessee  further  agrees  to  lay  and  put  down 
the  railroad  leading  from  the  drift  to  the  breaker,  as 
also,  the  railroad  from  the  breaker  to  the  branch  road, 
together  with  all  other  necessary  lateral  railroads  under 
the  breaker,  and  leading  to  the  main  railroad,  under  the 
direction  of  the  party  of  the  first  part,  their  Agent  or 
Engineer. 

Said  breaker,  and  all  improvements,  to  be  completely 
finished,  and  to  be  made  and  erected  of  good  materials, 
and  in  a  workmanlike  manner,  within  six  months  from 
the  date  hereof,  and  the  shipment  of  coal  to  commence  on 

the day ,  the  year  for  the 

delivery  of  the  said  fifty  thousand  tons  to  commence 
from  the  last  mentioned  date,  and  all  said  breakers,  ma- 
chinery, engine,  railway,  or  other  tracks,  inside  or  out- 
side the  mine,  as  also,  all  such  railroads,  fixtures,  houses, 
and  improvements  whatever,  mentioned  in  this  item,  at 
the  expiration  of  said  lease  to  be  the  property  of  said 
lessor,  who  thereupon  shall  have  the  right,  without  any 
other  process,  to  take  possession  thereof. 
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Fifth.  The  said  City,  Trustee,  as  aforesaid,  hereby 
agrees  that  said  lessee  shall  be  allowed  a  sum  not  exceed- 
ing twenty  thousand  dollars  for  the  breaker,  railways, 
roads,  tracks,  machinery,  and  all  houses,  improvements, 
and  items  whatever,  stipulated  to  be  erected  by  him,  as  set 
forth  in  the  foregoing  fourth  section.  The  said  lessee  to 
retain  towards  said  sum,  the  whole  rent  and  royalty  of  the 
coal  mined  by  him  during  the  first  six  months,  said  rent 
shall  be  payable  as  herein  provided,  and  thereafter  one-half 
of  the  rent  or  royalty  of  the  coal  so  mined,  as  also  to  retain 
the  whole  of  the  rents  of  the  miners'  houses  during  the 
said  first months  the  same  shall  be  payable,  and  one- 
half  thereof,  thereafter,  until  the  whole  of  said  sum  of  not 
exceeding  twenty  thousand  dollars,  is  fully  repaid  by 
such  retention  to  said  lessee.  It  being  understood  and 
agreed,  that  said  lessee  shall  not  be  absolutely  allowed 
the  sum  of  twenty  thousand  dollars  for  said  breaker, 
railways,  tracks,  roads,  machinery,  houses,  improve- 
ments, and  items  aforesaid,  but  only  such  sum,  whatever 
the  same  may  be,  not  exceeding  twenty  thousand  dollars, 
that  he  may  have  actually  laid  out  and  expended  for  such 
breaker,  railways,  tracks,  machinery,  houses,  improve- 
ments, and  items  whatever,  stipulated  to  be  erected  by 
him  as  aforesaid;  said  sum  to  be  ascertained  by  receipts 
or  vouchers  furnished  by  said  lessee  to  the  said  party  of 
the  first  part,  or  their  Agent. 

And  ijrovided  further,  That  said  lessee  shall  only  be 
allowed  to  retain  said  rent  during  the  first  six  months, 
on  satisfactory  evidence  being  furnished  by  him  to  said 
party  of  the  first  part,  or  their  agent,  of  the  payment  by 
said  lessee,  from  time  to  time,  to  the  parties  employed  by 
him  to  finish,  build,  and  construct  such  breaker, 
tracks,  railways,  houses,  machinery,  and  improvements 
whatever,  of  the  amounts  severally  due  them,  or  a  pro- 
portionate part  thereof. 

And  i^rovkled  further,  That  said  lessee  shall  only  be 
allowed  to  retain  such  part  of  said  rent  after  the  expira- 
tion of  six  months  from  the  completion  of  all  such 
breaker,  tracks,  railways,  machinery,  and  improvements, 
as  said  lessors  or  their  Agent  may  deem  proper,  in  order 
to  indemnify  and  protect  the  said  lessors  against  any  loss  by 
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reason  of  liens,  or  other  incumbrances  being  filed  or  held 
against  said  premises,  breaker,  machinery,  houses,  and 
improvements,  by  workmen  or  others.  And  the  said 
lessee  to  keep  said  breaker,  engine,  machinery,  improve- 
ments and  miners'  houses,  well  and  sufficiently  insured 
from  loss  by  fire,  at  his  own  expense,  in  such  amounts, 
and  in  such  offices  as  said  lessors  shall  designate  during 
the  continuance  of  this  lease;  the  policy  or  policies  to  be 
assigned  to  said  lessors,  or  taken  out  in  the  name  of  said 
lessors,  as  said  lessors  may,  at  their  option,  determine. 

Sixth.  It  is  understood  and  agreed  by  and  between 
said  parties,  that  said  lessee  shall  have  the  right  to 
procure  timber  from  the  lands  so  leased,  for  the  erection 
of  said  breaker  and  miners'  houses,  and  prop  timber  for 
the  working  of  said  mines,  as  also  to  use  the  lumber  at 
the  Shenandoah  and  Mahanoy  saw  mills  for  the  erection 
of  said  houses,  the  value  of  the  lumber  and  timber  so 
used  to  be  credited  to  the  party  of  the  first  part  as 
against  said  lessee,  as  a  payment  on  account  of  the  said 

sum  of 

thousand  dollars  except  for  prop  timber,  for  which  no 
charge  shall  be  made,  said  timber,  however,  only  to  be 
cut  under  the  direction  of  said  party  of  the  first  part,  or 
their  Agent,  out  of  the  space  designated  for  that  purpose 
in  the  draft  hereto  annexed. 

Seventh.  It  is  further  understood  and  agreed,  that  at 
the  expiration  of  the  said  lease,  in  case  the  said  lessor 
shall  not  relet  to  said  lessee  for  a  further  period  of  five 
years,  said  lessor  shall  pay  said  lessee  for  any  coal  mined, 
remaining  undisposed  of  at  the  expiration  of  said  lease, 
and  the  actual  cost  for  gangways  driven  in  the  vein 
where  the  coal  remains  unmined,  at  such  rate  and  price 
as  shall  be  agreed  upon  by  three  disinterested  persons, 
one  to  be  chosen  by  said  lessor,  one  by  said  lessee,  and 
the  third  by  the  two  so  selected,  whose  decision,  or  that 
of  a  majority  of  them,  shall  be  final  and  conclusive 
between  said  parties.  In  case  said  lessor  shall  not  relet  to 
said  lessee,  the  said  lessee,  at  the  expiration  of  said  term, 
shall  re-deliver  possession  of  said  premises,  and  all  break- 
ers, engines,  machinery,  railways,  inside  and  outside,  im- 
provements and  miners'  houses,  to  be  put  up,  constructed, 
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and  erected  on  said  premises,  and  in  said  mines  during 
said  term,  in  good  order  and  condition,  reasonable  wear 
and  tear  only  excepted. 

Eighth.  The  said  lessor.  Trustees  as  aforesaid,  reserve 
the  right  to  take,  or  grant  to  others  the  right  to  take, 
wood,  timber  and  stone  from  any  part  of  said  demised 
premises,  as  also  of  leasing  any  portion  or  portions  of 
the  surface  of  the  tract  hereby  leased,  Avhich  is  not  in  the 
use  or  occupation  of  said  lessee,  or  of  farming  or  improv- 
ing the  same  :  Provided  the  same  shall  not  interfere  with 
the  actual  working  of  the  tenant  under  said  lease,  and 
said  lessee  hereby  agrees  to  prevent  any  squatters  from 
locating  on  said  premises. 

Ninth.  It  is  understood  and  agreed,  that  this  lease 
and  all  the  terms,  provisions,  and  conditions  thereof  are 
binding  upon  the  said  lessor  and  its  successors,  trustees 

as  aforesaid,  and  said  lessee, executors, 

administrators,  and  assigns,  provided  license  shall  be 
given  to  assign  as  herein  provided,  and  that  in  case  said 

lessee, executors,  administrators  or  assigns, 

shall  refuse  or  neglect  to  pay  said  royalty  or  rent  within 
thirty  days  after  the  same  shall  fall  due,  or  shall,  without 
the  written  consent  of  said  lessor,  assign,  said  lease  in 
whole  or  in  part,  or  join  any  other  person  in  its  manage- 
ment or  the  working  of  said  mines,  or  shall  discontinue 
working  said  mines,  or  preparing  to  work  the  same,  or 
refuse  or  neglect  to  erect,  or  stop,  after  commencing  the 
erection  of  the  breaker,  machinery  and  buildings  stipula- 
ted to  be  made  and  erected  in  the  third  article  in  this 
lease,  for  thirty  days,  or  shall  abandon  said  premises  or 
said  mines  for  said  length  of  time,  or  in  case  of  a  fire 
shall  refuse  to  use  the  moneys  insured  under  the  direc- 
tion of  the  lessors  in  re-building  or  repairing  the  whole 
or  any  part  of  the  breaker,  machinery  or  buildings  that 
may  be  destroyed,  or  to  suffer  the  same  to  be  rebuilt  or 
repaired  by  said  lessor,  in  case  said  lessor  should  prefer 
so  to  do ;  or  in  case  said  lessee  shall  refuse  permission  to 
said  lessor,  its  servants  and  agents,  to  examine  said 
mines,  or  if  said  lessee  shall  work  the  same  unskillfully, 
or  shall  put  up  insufficient  machinery  or  of  bad  Avork- 
manship,  or  neglect  or  refuse  to  keep  the  same  in  good) 
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repair ;  or  in  case  at  the  expiration  of  said  lease  lie  shall 
refuse  to  deliver  up  said  premises,  with  all  the  engines, 
machinery,  breaker,  and  miners'  houses,  in  good  order 
and  condition,  reasonable  wear  and  tear  excepted,  or 
shall  in  any  other  manner  break  or  violate,  or  refuse 
compliance  with  the  provisions  of  this  lease,  or  any  of 
them,  then,  and  in  every  such  case  said  lessors  may  at 
once  re-enter  and  take  possession  of  said  premises,  ma- 
chinery, mines,  breakers,  railroads  and  miners'  houses, 
and  appurtenances  whatever,  connected  therewith,  and 
determine   said  lease;  and  in  each  and  every  such  case 

said  lessee  for executors,  administrators, 

and  assigns,  if  this  lease  shall  be  assigned  in  accordance 
with  the  provisions  hereof,  hereby  authorizes  any  attor- 
'ney  of  any  Court  of  Eecord  of  this  Commonwealth,  to 
appear  for and  confess  a  judgment  in  eject- 
ment against in  favor  of  said  City,  Trustee 

as  aforesaid,  at  the  mere  request  of  said  lessor,  with  a  full 
release  of  all  claims  and  damages  against  said  attorney 
by  reason  of  his  so  doing ;  and  thereupon  a  writ  of 
habere-facias  may  at  once  issue  to  put  the  said  City, 
Trustee,  as  aforesaid,  in  possession  of  said  premises  with- 
out stay  of  execution,  certiorari  or  writ  of  error;  pro- 
vided, however,  said  judgment  shall  not  prevent  said 
lessor  from  proceeding  to  recover  any  rent  due  by  dis- 
tress or  otherwise,  which  right  of  distress  it  is  hereby 
understood  may  be  exercised  by  said  lessor  for  non-pay- 
ment of  said  rent  or  royalty  as  in  ordinary  cases  of  land- 
lord and  tenant,  and  in  like  manner,  nor  shall  such 
judgment  debar  said  lessor  from  an  action  of  damages

It  is  further  understood  and  agreed,  that  in 
case  said  lessee  shall  be  dispossessed  at  any  time  during- 
the  continuance  of  said  term  by  virtue  of  any  adverse 
legal  or  equitable  proceedings  whatever,  commenced  to 
recover  possession  of  said  premises,  and  shall  thereby  be 
prevented  from  mining  and  taking  away  said  coal,  said 
Jessor  shall  pay  to  said  lessee  the  valueof  any  machinery 
breaker,  apparatus,  or  miners'  houses  whatever  built' 
placed,  or  erected  by  on  said  premises,  o^ 

balance  due  thereon  at  the  time  said  lessee  was  so  dis- 
possessed or  prevented  from  mining  and  carrying-  away 
said  coal,  to  the  extent  of  the  actual  value  thereof,  not

Item.  4.  For  advertising  delinquent  tax-payers,  twenty- 
six  hundred  dollars  ($2,600) :  Provided,  Said  advertising 
shall  not  be  done  in  more  than  two  newspapers,  nor  more 
than  onetime  in  each;  and  Provided  further,  That  the 
entire  cost  of  said  advertising  shall  not  exceed  eight 
cents  per  name. 

Item  5.  For  blank  books  and  stationery,  twelve  hun- 
dred dollars  ($1,200.) 

Item  6.  For  printing  bills,  notices,  and  advertising, 
two  thousand  dollars  ($2,000.) 

Item  7.  For  incidental  expenses,  five  hundred  dollars 
($500.) 

Item  8.  For  advertising  liens  for  registered  taxes, 
five  hundred  dollars  ($500):  Provided,  That  said  adver- 
tising shall  be  in  two  newspapers,  once  a  week,  for  six 
weeks,  with  such  brevity  of  description  that  the  charge 
therefor  shall  not  exceed  one  dollar  and  fifty  cents,  ac- 
cording to  the  provisions  of  an  Act  of  Assembly  ap- 
proved April  9th,  1861. 

Item  9.  For  Prothonotary's  costs,  five  hundred  dollars 
($500) :  Provided,  The  charge  for  the  same  shall  not  ex- 
ceed two  dollars  on  each  lieu. 

Item  10,  For  Sheriff's  costs,  five  hundred  dollars 
($500.) 

Item  11.  For  surveys  for  liens,  three  hundred  dollars 
($300):  Provided,  The  Controller  shall  countersign  no 
warrant  drawn  on  this  item  for  any  charge  exceeding  fifty 
cents  in  any  one  case. 

Item  12.  For  compensation  of  Eeceiver  of  Taxes  of 
the  Twenty-third  Ward,  twelve  hundred  dollars  ($1,200) : 
Provided,  That  the  Controller  shall  countersign  no  warrant 
drawn  on  this  item  except  at  the  rate  of  one  and  a  half 
per  centum  of  all  monies  received  by  said  Eeceiver 
during  the  current  year  for  which  the  same  shall  have 
been  levied,  according  to  the  provisions  of  an  Act  of 
Assembly  approved  May  3d,  1860. 

Section  II.     That  not  more  than  one  half  of  any  one 
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item  of  the  appropriation  contained  in  the  first  section 
hereof  (except  items  4,  8,  9,  10,  11,  12,)  shall  be  expen- 
ded before  the  first  day  of  July,  1862.
